zee, 

Within a short time Van Osten 
had taught Hans to add and sub- 
tract, the horse giving its answers 
by hoof taps. 

Han's fame-soon spread. all over 
Germany, Professors, 
surgeons, heads of zoological gar- 
dens, -and cavalry officers poured 
into Elberfeld, and a commission 
of enquiry was instituted. 

Doctor's Tests. 

Celebrated doctors drew up ‘a 
report to the effect that Hans could 
accomplish simple subtraction, 
multiplication, and division, and 
also answer questions: by means of 
hoof taps, the number of taps coin- 
ciding,: with previously selected 
letters'of the alphabet. ~

PRIZES OFFERED TO RESEARCH 
WORKERS. 


“SALVARSAN” REMEDY. 


Over. twenty, years have passed 
since Paul Ehriich made his first re- 
port on the results of his remedy 
“Salvarsan” to the Congress of 
Scientists and Physicians which met 
at Konigsberg. Tho same Society 
is again meeting in- Konigsberg, 
and, looking back, has to admit that 
Ehrlich’s cautious , prophecies have 
been far surpassed. 

“Salvarsan” has effected a. note- 
worthy retrogression of disease all 
over ‘the world. Mrs. Hedwig 
Ehrlich has established a “Paul 
Ehrlich, Foundation” in memory of 
her ‘husband. This has a fund of 
about 85,000 marks at its disposal 
which is administered by the Union’ 
of Friends and Promoters of the 
University of Frankfort. From the 
interest of this fund prizes or 
scholarships are to be given to 
authors of valuable works in the 
field’ of experimental and. chemo- 
therapy, haematology, clinical bac- 
teriology, doctrine ‘of immunity, 
cancer research, etc. These. Paul, 
Ehrlich prizes and scholarship will 
be given preferably to young re- 


‘ search workers. The administrative 


council, which decides on the alloca- 
tion, includes ‘the President of the 
Union of Friends and Promoters of 
the. University. of Frankfort as 
chairman and the Dean of ‘the 
Medical Faculty of the University of, 
Frankfort as vice-chairman. *
